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Officials Acted Properly On 
Comp Permit Responses 


The Board of Selectmen, responding to 
allegations made by the Andover Hous- 
ing Partnership Committee (AHPC), 
have determined that the town manager 
and the town’s physical planner, who 
coordinates the AHPC, did not act inap- 
propriately by sending letters to state 
housing agencies regarding pending 
comprehensive permits in Andover. 

The AHPC was on the selectmen’s 
Monday night agenda to finalize proce- 
dural guidelines, but when AHPC mem- 
ber George Danneman addressed the 
board, it was with what Selectman Wil- 
liam Downs called “three loaded ques- 
tions.” 

Chairman Gerald Silverman objected 
to Danneman’s inquiry, ‘““Has town ap- 
proval been given to any project other 
than Winn Development?”’, saying it was 
‘‘not a question, but an accusation.” 

Danneman explained he was referring 
to cover letters written by Physical Plan- 
ner Stephen Colyer, which Danneman 
felt implied town approval for proposals 
not yet decided by the Zoning Board of 
Appeals. 

Danneman accused Colyer of making 
false and misleading statements to 
Thomas Gleason, director of the Home- 

ownership Opportunity Program (HOP) 
of the Massachusetts Housing Part- 
nership. Danneman and other members 
felt the cover letters written by Colyer 
and attached to project applications re- 
ceived by the state insinuated the town 
was in favor of these affordable housing 
developments as proposed. Danneman 
said the particular letters in question re- 
ferred to the Northwoods, Abbott’s Pond, 
Rogers’ Brook and Ballard View propo- 


sals. 
“It’s been brought to my attention that 
there is a lot more going on in this affor- 
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dable housing issue,’ Uanneman 
charged. 

AHPC Vice Chairman David Hastings 
defended Colyer’s character, saying 
‘‘we’re not here to bait anybody or hold 
them up to ridicule. Our purpose is to get 
affordable housing.”’ 

After Monday’s meeting, Hastings said 
he did not believe Colyer ‘‘would make 
unilaterally false statements’ on his 
own, and speculated Colyer may have 
been “following what he saw to be his 
instructions.”’ 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony, Coly- 
er’s superior, flatly denied knowledge of 
any letters of approval being written by 
Colyer. 

Late Tuesday morning the selectmen 
had reviewed the letters and did not 
think they signified town approval, but 
conducted a conference call with Glea- 
son to find out how the letters were actu- 


ally perceived. 

Selectman William Dalton told Glea- 
son “‘I don’t want you to think an applica- 
tion going in with a middle management 
official’s signature (on the cover letter) 
would be the town’s approval.” Gleason 
responded he “‘did not feel Colyer’s sig- 
nature meant total government sign-off 
on the proposal.”’ 

Gleason added ‘‘I don’t know who filled 
out the (funding) applications, but the 
transmittal letter from the town shows 
an understanding of the development 
and at least preliminary approval, sub- 
sequent to the ZBA decision.’’ It simply 
shows the town is willing to participate 
in the particular type of development, he 
said, and also shows that the developer is 
talking to the town, rather than going 
directly to the state.

How To Ride A Bike 


The following are tips on bicycle riding provided by John Bentley and 
David Williams, who lead a bike ride Thursday evenings from the town 
offices parking lot. 

It is best to ride single file, as far to the right as practical. Riding on 
the left facing traffic is illegal in most states and is very dangerous. 
This practice results in many bike-car accidents each year and has 
even caused head-on collisions with other bicyclists who were riding 
correctly. 

Except on bike trails, cycling two abreast is not a good idea unless 
there is next to no traffic. 

When cycling with one or more friends you must cooperate so closely 
that you actually think for each other. This takes some learning but is 
not difficult. An example would be two friends pedaling side by side on 
a bike trail. As they approach a carelessly parked bicycle on the right, 
the outside rider must pull out far enough not only so he can get around 
the bike, but far enough for his friend to get around also. If he doesn’t 
pull out far enough, the friend is forced to ram the parked bike, and 
that’s a good way to lose friends. 

Vehicles with large rear view mirrors mounted on the right side are 
seen in increasing numbers on the highways. Not only are these dan- 
gerous to anyone beside the roadway, but these recreation vehicles are 
often rented, and the new drivers are unaccustomed to this added 
width. A biker just standing beside the road can be wiped out by one of 
these large mirrors. 

Riding in a pack to break the wind is often done, but practice with 
your group or companion a great deal before the trip, as this procedure 
calls for good coordination and timing. Be certain your cycle is in good 
running order. Good brake blocks, properly adjusted, and strong brake 
cables are important, as well as having all nuts tight. Investigate any 
strange noise emanating from your cycle immediately. When your bike 
talks to you like this, listen to it, it is trying to tell you something. 

A few simple checks are to see if wheels turn freely; test for excess 
play in wheels, headset, and cranks; see that brake blocks do not rub 
on tires and that seat and handlebars are secure. A very simple test is 
to pick your bike up and shake it. Investigate any rattle.

Dalton then asked if Gleason was aware the 
proposal sent in may differ greatly from what 
the ZBA might approve. Gleason stated “I did 
understand it that way. The final proposal may 
differ. The approval was in concept only.” 

In his presentation to the selectmen, Danne- 
man quoted a line from the Ballard View propo- 
sal, which is still being heard by the ZBA, that 
read “no community groups have opposed the 
project.” Then, referring to an accompanying 
cover letter to Gleason signed by Colyer, Danne- 
man wondered aloud how Colyer could have 
“deliberately misrepresented’ community 
reaction to the proposal. 

Danneman also asked how a single town em- 
ployee could solicit funds from a state agency 
(the MHP runs the HOP funding program) with- 
out the knowledge of the selectmen or the ZBA. 

On Tuesday, Colyer, who had not attended the 
selectmen’s meeting, explained he had written 
the cover letter “to alert the state that this is 
what our people are looking at.” He said the 
actual applications are’ filled out by the devel- 
opers, not by town personnel. 

Having the state examine the proposal in- 
forms them of potential new housing for which 
the developer may seek state funding. ‘‘It’s the 
state’s program,” Colyer said, “‘we’re helping 
them out with it.’’ 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony stated Coly- 
er ‘acted in an appropriate manner, and did 
nothing illegal.’” Mahony said he is ‘“‘completely 
supportive’ of Colyer’s efforts to aid Gleason by 
alerting him to new proposals in town. Mahony 
added he ‘“‘plans no action” against Colyer. 

Dalton said: he is concerned the rift between 
the AHPC and the town could jeopardize local 
affordable housing initiatives. ‘‘Affordable hous- 
ing is a primary goal,”’ Dalton remarked, “‘but 
with bad chemistry like this, the goal could be 
going out the window.”’ 

AHPC members believe they have a right to 
submit recommendations on all previous propo- 
sals—even those submitted before the commit- 
tee was formed, but when Gleason was asked if 
this would be appropriate, he disagreed. ‘“‘No,”’ 
he said, ‘‘They may as individuals go to open 
hearings, but those (proposals) are grandfa- 
thered under the old process’ —without AHPC 
input as an official body. 

Gleason was also asked about recommenda- 
tion procedure for the committee. Although 
some AHPC members contended they are re- 
lated to the MHP, Gleason commented they are 
actually a town body, coming under local char- 
ter. 

Danneman said the AHPC wants to work with 
other town boards. ‘‘We don’t want to make de- 
cisions and force them on the town— we want to 
help the whole town to make decisions.”’ 

Hastings said he sees the AHPC’s responsibili- 
ty as ‘“‘making recommendations to the select-

could allow town officials to change the commit- 
tee’s recommendation. Dalton commented to do 
so would defeat the purpose of the AHPC as a 
“consensus builder” within the town. The select- 
men “will submit our own findings,’ Dalton 
said. ‘‘But we won’t change the AHPC findings. 
We’re not going to censor them,”’ he stressed, 
‘‘we don’t operate that way.” 

Gleason commented the state would see a ma- 
jor discrepancy in recommendations as a “red 
flag” and may not fund the project. Yet, he 
added “They (AHPC) are not totally autono- 
mous. They help direct affordable housing.’’ 
Gleason commented the state does not expect a 
unanimous decision by all involved, but simply a 
concensus of opinion. 

If it happens to be the AHPC members who 
are “unsatisfied” with a final selectmen’s deci- 
sion, ‘‘as private citizens they may submit indi- 
vidual letters—or they can resign’”’ from the 
AHPC. 

In a more general vein, Gleason was asked 
what the AHPC’s priority should be—to deal 
with the Champy/Shetland and Perkins/Stevens 
lands designated by the town for affordable 
housing, or to make recommendations on com- 
prehensive permits. Gleason would not commit 
himself, saying only “I think its important the 
community set its own course.”’

Reviewed By Planning Board

The Planning Board conducted a site 
plan review of the proposed “Ballard 
View Condominiums” affordable hous- 
ing development, currently before the 

i f Appeals, at their last 
meeting, July 21. Their recommenda- 
tions will be forwarded to the ZBA. 

Board members agreed ing is the 
best use for the 4.65 acre parcel, located 
off Dale St. in Ballardvale, but cited den- 
sity and traffic as major problems with 
this particular proposal. 

Proposed are 139 units in a five and 
one-half story housing structure. Ameni- 
ties would include a two-story clubhouse, 
a pool, tennis courts and a tot lot. 

Although all land in question is upland, 
there is a density of 28 units per acre. 
Chairman Michael Houghton and board 
member Russ Moran both commented 
density should be no higher than 15 units 
per acre. 

‘‘My first sense is there is too much on 
that little piece of land,’’ said Houghton, 
“It pushes beyond what it should be for a 
reasonable living environment.”’ 

In defense of the proposed density, 
Neil Glick, representing the developer, 


cited the current 70-unit condominium 
development on 1.8 Railroad Ave. acres. 
According to Glick, this proposal has 
about one-third the density of the Rail- 
road Ave. ay ye 

In a memo to board, town planner 
Laura Hill commented the average 
neighborhood density is 11 units per 


_acre. Analyzing multi-family devel- 


opment in the area alone, the average 
rises slightly, to 11.4 units per acre. The 
average density of the comprehensive 
permits already approved by the ZBA 
town-wide is 7.7 units per acre, added 
Hill 


Houghton commented the ‘‘backyard 
sized”’ pool and two tennis courts would 
not meet the recreational needs of all the 
residents. There was concern children 
would cut across the MBTA tracks to 
reach the neighborhood park for recre- 
ation. 

According to Glick, the safety problem 
which could occur by building so close to 
the railroad tracks will be eradicated by 
erecting fences along the development’s 
border. 

Moran questioned the fact that most of 


the so-called ‘“‘afordable units” are pro-

Abuttor Charles Cronin started the tra- 
ffic discussion, commenting the devel- 
opment’s access road location close to 
the Eastern Rubber plant entrance will 
make it difficult to manuever trucks.

Between $382,750 and $404,- 
009 will have to be spent to 
eradicate current Central Busi- 
ness District parking prob- 
lems—if planning staff 
recommendations are imple- 
mented by the Andover Plan- 
ning Board. 

The board will be discussing 
a recent Vanasse/Hangen 
parking study and the staff’s 
subsequent recommendations 
at their Aug. 11 meeting. 

Town Planner Laura Hill, in 
a summary to the board, stated 
the implementation of the rec- 
ommendations would generate 
between $187,000 and $212,000 
for the town each year. After 
yearly operational costs, the 
town would net between $110,- 
000 and $135,000. 

Referring to parking study 
data, Hill commented the three 


rast downtown parking lots 
ld Andover Village, Park 
Street Village and the Old 
Town Hall are fully utilized. 
This means between 85 and 90 
percent of the lots’ physical 
capacity is being used during 
the peak noon hour. 

Spaces on the central Main

A Lawrence 
man dies of a heart attack after being 
chased by two pit bulls. There have been 
a dozen reported human deaths at the 
hands of pit bulls in the last eighteen 
months nationwide. 

In spite of this, the nationwide clamor 
to quell carnage from crazed killer ca- 
nines has not occurred in the Andover 
community, according to town Animal 
Control Officer Wayne Nader. 

Nader said the media-fed brouhaha 
concerning pit bull terriers has not 
resulted in any unusual increase of com- 
plaints about local dogs. ‘“‘There were a 
couple of calls about dogs that turned out 
not to be pit bulls,’’ he commented. ‘‘The 
dogs were other breeds mistaken for the 
pit bull.”’ 

While there are ‘‘a couple’”’ of pit bulls 
residing in Andover, Nader said as yet 
there have been no problems reported 
with the dogs. ‘‘This doesn’t mean there 
won't be,”’ he cautioned, adding he does 
not want to say the terriers are not dan- 
gerous ‘‘because the next day one of 
them could turn around and bite some- 
body, and it would backfire on me.”’ 

There is no separate policy for dealing 
with pit bulls at this time, Nader said. 
The Animal Control Officer believes ‘‘pit 
bulls are like any other breed, there’s 
just been a lot of controversy about 
them.”’ Nader stated ‘‘any dog can be 


take a damn poodle and make it an at- 
tack dog,”’ he remarked, ‘‘but it won't be 
very effective.”’ 

National statistics show that, since the 
beginning of 1986, two-thirds of dog-re- 
lated fatalities have resulted from pit 
bull attacks. 

The ‘pit bull’ is actually comprised of 
two major breeds. The American Staff- 
ordshire terrier, considered to be less 
vicious, and the more aggressive Ameri- 
can pit bull terrier, which is often 
trained as an attack dog 

Pit bulls generally are identified by 
their blocky heads and short, glossy 
coats. They may be any color, weight be- 
tween 20 and 100 pounds, and have either 
red or black noses 

The difference in the bite of the pit bull 
is in the dog’s powerful jaws and sharp 
teeth, which 
tear flesh, rather than merely 
like most other breeds 

Nader said he ‘‘always receives more 
complaints’’ about all types of dogs in 
the summertime, usually from irate 
neighbors who witness ‘‘loose dogs run- 
ning through their yards and causing 
problems.”’ 

One common beef is the violation of 
Andover’s leash law, which requires any 
dog to be restrained by a leash of not 
more than six feet in length when the dog 
is not on its owner’s property. ‘“‘We get a 
lot of calls on that,’’ Nader’said,

Commuter Dilemma 


It was a most interesting evening a week ago 
Monday at the commuter forum initiated by 
State Rep Sue Tucker. 

Basically it was recognition of a continuing 
~ problem for many Andover residents who must 
rely on commuter services to go back and forth to 
their employment in the Boston area. 

But, in the process, if one were attentive 
enough, there was contained an ominous forecast 
of things to come, such as MBTA takeover of 
local bus service, which will mean becoming 
engrossed in the clutches of a mammoth agency, 
accountable to virtually nobody, spending funds 
at will and passing the bill on to the taxpayers. 

For many years Andover residents have been 
exempt from that. 

When train service was discontinued several 
~-years ago, Trombly Bus Service in Andover, 
later North Andover, assumed the commuter run 
to and from Boston, serving the area well until 
costs became prohibitive and the owner decided 
to abandon the business. 

Further, the company was denied the local, 
subsidized bus routes with equipment paid for in 
part by federal and state funds. 

Thus, the way was cleared for another firm to 
come in and assume the commuter service. 

The service has deteriorated from day one. 

Equipment is poor to begin with, a fact the bus 
company admits, service is hardly ever on time 
and vehicle breakdowns are more a part of daily 
, operations than meeting schedules. 

The owners of the current firm providing 
commuter service explained to the forum last 


week that attempts to get new equipment or 
assistance from state agencies fall on deaf ears. 

Key comment in the meeting was from a 
representative of the company who informed the 
group that the MBTA turned down requests for 
subsidies or equipment lease because the ‘MBTA 
priorities were for the starting of new services, 
not to keep old lines running.’ 

That would indicate that the MBTA is eyeing 
the Andover area longingly, knowing full well the 
need to provide mass transit service to and from 
the Boston area, subsidized by the Andover 
taxpayers. 

Currently the transit service is supported by 
those who use it, which is as it should be. 

Train service, provided through the combined 
efforts of the MBTA and Boston and Maine, are 
not by any means adequate, although meeting a 
need to a certain degree. 

And, the overall problem is bound to get worse 
as work on depressing the Central Artery in 
Boston commences in a short time. 

Rep. Tucker has made some initial moves to 
attack the commuter problems both in response 
to local concerns as well as bringing attention to 
an even greater concern once the major Boston 
construction work gets underway. 

But, applauding her efforts at this level will do 
little to ease the matter unless those on Beacon 
Hill also recognize the problems and assist in 
working on resolving the issue with a little more 
attention to the overall issue of providing decent 
mass transit service to the people of the 
Commonwealth.

Apology 


Seen Due 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

I am writing to express outrage at the none- 
too subtle suggestion made in last week’s edito- 
rial, ‘Schools and Day Care,” that mothers with 
jobs work primarily to secure luxury items and 
do not make sacrifices for their children. The 
editorial was offensive to all two-career couples 
and single working parents, inaccurate in many 
points and, if it should represent the majority 
opinion among Andover’s voters, positively 
ominous. 

As the editorial mentioned only in passing, 
many mothers work in order to provide their 
families with the basics of food, shelter, clothing 
and education. Single parents, male and female, 
often have no choice but to work. Perhaps ironi- 
cally, the only ‘luxury’ that many working 
mothers hope to buy with their hard-earned cash 
is that of living in Andover, a town they thought 
would provide benefits to their children. 

Many working mothers provide valuable serv- 
ices to society as, for example, educators, 
health area providers, elected officials. Far 
from being the selfish individuals you describe, 
these women struggle daily to give their best to 
their children and to ther citizens in need. 

As anyone familiar with the child devel- 
opment literature knows, the verdict is out on 
whether a mother’s working affects her children 
for better, for worse or not at all. Many working 
mothers believe that there is a benefit in demon- 
strating to their children, boys and girls, that 

staying at home is only one of many respectable 
ways for women to spend their adult lives. 


The editorial implies that working parents 
who request after-school care seek to drain the 
town’s coffers. I was not among the group pre- 
sent at the school committee meeting and I do_ 
not speak for them. However, the working par- 
ents I know are willing to pay for child care out 
of their own pockets. They are not asking for a 
free ride. But, let’s not forget that working par- 
ents pay a healthy chunk of their income to And- 
over in the form of tax dollars. 


I am not picking a quarrel with Superinten- 
dent Seifert. Schools are asked to do more that 
they can given their funding. On the other hand, 
it seems perfectly reasonable to me that parents 
should turn first to the schools when seeking 
after-school care. Day care is a complicated 
matter but one e that should be addressed by this 
town.

Although clearly the sums of mon- 
ey involved are on very different scales, it is 
significant that voters chose to support July 4th 
fireworks and not the schools’ request for extra 
funding. Perhaps it is these voters and not work- 
ing mothers that the TOWNSMAN should accuse 
of putting frivolities before the welfare of chil- 
dren. Surely, an apology to Andover's working 
mothers and single parents is in order.

ingredient”’ in the collaborative school’s 
recipe for high-quality cooperative edu- 
cation, Richards commented. “Our 
whole thrust is to try to bring university 
research on education into the class- 
room,” he said. 

Having a school of this nature ‘‘will 
allow us to carefully monitor imple- 
mented programs,’’ Richards continued. 
In the past, he pointed out, many experi- 
mental programs have not been over- 
seen properly, and could not be modified 
if necessary. It was also difficult to accu- 
rately examine the results of an initia- 
tive conducted in this fashion. 

Possible new curriculum plans being 
discussed include an advanced science 
program that would, Richards said ‘go 
beyond textbooks and get students to 
learn by doing.” This may include out- 
door observation and extensive hands-on 
experiments. There are also preliminary 
plans for a comprehensive health educa- 
tion program. Richards said the school’s 
Program committee is carefully consid- 
ering a variety of concepts such as these. 

The Project Director emphasized the 
term “‘collaborative” means working to-

gether, and he said he expects parents of 
the school’s students to “‘help formulate 
our goals and philosophy.”’ He added 
“there will be definite roles for parents”’ 
in the new school. 

The Collaborative School Project is 
currently examining a 26-acre site on 
Beacon St. in Andover as the school’s 
possible home. “‘We (the school’s Site 
committee) started by examining six 
sites along the Andover/Lawrence bor- 
der” Richards explained, and we decid- 
ed three weeks ago to evaluate them.”’ 

The Beacon St. parcel is presently un- 
dergoing exténsive soil and site review 
the results of which should be 
known in about two months, Richards 
said. The land is also being appraised so 
that an offer may be made to purchase 
the site from its present owners. 

If this location is deemed unsuitable 
for any reason, Richards said, ‘‘there 
are four other sites we are still consid- 
ering.’’ If all goes according to plan, the 
Andover/Lawrence collaborative school 
should be ready to open its doors in 
September of 1990.
